HISTORY OF THE SUIT. 


The suit was brought by some resi- 


dents of I/ogansport for a receiver 
and for the purpose of depriving the 
Wabash company of control of the 
road, the plaintiffs alleging th«t the 
lease was in violation of <bhe Indian* 
laws bearing upon railway manage- 
ment. The case passed through the 
Cass county courts, th« Howard coun- 
ty courts and was tried twice m the 
higher courts, the Watbash company 
losing in each instance. Thirty years 
ago the Eel River road was buiH as 
a competitor to the Wa/bash, bu; it 
was not a paying property and when 
the stockholders received a proposi- 
tion to lease it to the Wabash, they 
gladly availed themselves of the op- 
portunity. 
Then the city of Peru 


constructed the Clili line, whicn io 
nine miles long, connecting the Eel 
River road with the main line of the 
Wafoash and offered it to the Ht'ev 
company, rthe sole consideration being 
that the "Wabash operate the line in 
connection with the Eel River and 
make Peru the division terminal. 
The Wabash company accepted and 
then began legal troubles, which tei- 
minated last fall by the supreme 
court sustaining- the lower court in 
its decisions dn the case.

FEKIN'S MUSICAL DOVES, 


One of the first things that sur- 


prised a foreigner in visiting Pekin 
is the strange sound that seems to 
emanate from the celebrated musical 
doves of that city. Overhead on all 
sides are great Hocks of these birds, 
and ever as they sweep to -and fro 
the weird music is heard. Compared 
with the plaintive coo of ordinary 
pigeons it seems mysterious, and yet 
it is easily explained. 


To the tail of each bird is fastened 


an instruments known as ithe choa- 
the, "choa" signifying pipe, and 
"the" mechanical. 
The instrument 


is composed of several small reeds, 
and it is so light that it is not im- 
peded theieby. It is fastened to the 
tail, between the two middle feathers, 
and is kept in place by a small stick, 
which passes through the instru- 
ment. 
' 


During the bird's rapid flight the 


air passes through the reeds, caus- 
ing- continuous shrill sounds. It is 
said that these instruments were in- 
vented by a mandarin, and that the 
object is to protect the doves, which 
are highly prized everywhere in 
China, from birds of prey. If this be 
true, the object has certainly been at- 
tained, since only a bird of great 
courage would venture to attack a 
clove capable of making such a noise.

'buuldei, says a writer in Frank Les- 
lie's Popular Monthly. The company 
was formed early in ithe year 1899. 
Previous to that time Mr. Gates 3iad 
been largely instrumental in organ* 
ifcing thi/ FfedtfiW "Steel company, oi 
which he had been for some time 
the president, and from the organisa- 
tion ox which he was said to have 
-netted $5,000,000. 
Mr. Gates 
an- 


nounced that this was as much 
money as he cared ^ to possess- an-d 
tihat with it he intended to retire 
from "business. In fact, he had an- 
nounced his intention of making an 
extended tiip to Europe, when the 
project of the steel and whe trust 
was Iji ought up while' he was 
a-l 


luncheon with two other prominent 
Chicago business men. 


'Earlier in his business career Mr 


Gates had been engaged in the maim- 
f&ctu/re of whe, and, in fact, he had 
organized, about 1890> the Consoli- 
dated Steel 
and 
Wire 
company, 


which was the forerunner of the latei 
trust. He believed, howevei, that in 
the great business revival that fol- 
lowed the 
Spanish-American

there was an oppoi tunity for a more 
complete and elaborate union of the 
steel andwhe interests. 


As a result of the luncheon comfei- 


eiice Mr. Gates atbandoned his tiip to 
Europe. 
Quietly he and his as&oci 


ates visited the different wire manu- 
facturers and secured options upon 
their holding. Within a week aftei 
the time when the project was first 
broached the steel and wire trust was 
practically formed. 
And Mr. Gates 


concluded his week's work with a 
profit of something like $5,000,000 
to his ci*edit.

This idea of 


giving1 to the inmates of the institu- 
tion steady work and as much of it 
as possible out of doors has had a 
beneficial effect upon them, 


In the Pennsylvania hospital for 


the insane the inmates do some ci ed- 
itable work in modeling in clay, pro- 
ducing1 pottery and busts of reall/ 
good woikmanship and artistic cle- 
Sjpn. 
In Gieat Britain and some 


other European countries a system of 
leasonable work for the inmates of 
insane asylums has been introduced 
with excellent results. The flist in- 
stitution for the treatment of insan- 
ity as a disease was established in 
this countiy through the efforts of 
Benjamin Fianklin in 1751,

A LATE RUMOR GIVEN DENIAL 


GERMANY 
NOT 
INITIATING 


PEACE MOVEMENT.

CONFERENCE AT THE HAGUE 


OF BOER ENVOYS. 


Berlin. June 10.—The Kleines Jour- 


nal todaj prints a dispatch from The 
Hague sayng that 
Queen Wilhel- 


uiina's recent visit -here was meant 
ti, obtain Emperor William's consent 
tc end the South African wai1, both 
tlie sewinbund and the decibund be- 
ing willing to do so, through The 
Hague rvrbtratioii court, and that the 
binperor consented and the court be- 
gan work thereon. The dispatch has 
created a sensation here. The Asso- 
ciated Press has just obtained 
the 


following official sV.itsment, which is 
authorized by 
Count Von Buelow, 


the imperal chancellor: 


"Neither -Great Britain, France nor 


Russia ever approached Germany to 
participate in any action aiming at 
ending tho South African war. Ger- 
many lins all along distinguished be- 
tween, offering her good offices and 
intervention. 
To render her good 


offices would be possible if -both par- 
ties to the war requested it,'but it 
will be remembered that Great Brit- 
ain only joined The 'Hague confer- 
ence on condition that the Boer states 
were excluded. There is no -doubt 
that Mr. Kruger. who is a serious 
statesman, came to Europe to obtain 
tho good 
offices of 
several o£ the 


powers to end the war. but there is 
also no doubt that Great Britain does 
not want their good offices. At least, 
it is true that since the South African 
war began Great Britain has never, 
either verbally or in writing, confi- 
dentially or officially, broached such 
nn idea. 


•'It is quite possible that the Boer 


sitle has 
now formally asked The 


Hngue arbitration court to lend its 
aid to end the war somehow and the 
court held a session regarding the 
matter, 
but that, of course, is en- 


tirely 
different from 
any serious 


steps to end the war."

PEKIN'S MUSICAL DOVES. 


One of the first tilings that sur- 
L-ised a foreigner in visiting Pekiu 


rhe strange sound that seems to 


emanate from the celebrated musical 
doves of that city. Overhead on all 
sidc-s are great Hocks of these birds, 
and ever as they sweep to and fro 
:he weird music is heard. Compared 


ith the plaintive coo of ordinary 


pigeons it seems mysterious, and yet 
t is easily explained. 


To the tail of each bird is fastened 


in instruments known as -the choa- 
the, "choa" 
signifying pipe, and 


"the" mechanical. 
The instrument 


is composed of several small reeds, 
and it is so light that it is not im- 
peded thereby. It is fastened to the 
tail, between the two middle feathers, 
and is kept in place by a small stick, 
which passes throug-h the instru- 
ment. 


During the" bird's rapid flight the 


air passes through the reeds, caus- 
ng continuous shrill sounds. It is 
;aid that tiiese instruments were iu- 
;tnted by a mandarin, and that the 
object is to protect the doves, which 


highly prized everywhere in 


China, from birds of prey. If this be 
true, the object has certainly been at- 
tained, since only a bird of great 
courage would venture to attack a 
dove capable of making such n noise.

lie's Popular Monthly. The company 
was formed early in 'the year 1800. 
Previous to that time Mr. Gates Jiad 
been largely instrumental in organ- 
izing- the1 Fedfi-aT Steel company, of 
which he had been for some time 
tlin president, and from the organiza-

Judge Louttit's finding was a writ- 
ten one and in it he took occasion to 
say that 'he believed the interests of 
the public at large should always !>e 
conserved to the prejudice of the in- 
terests oi' any one individual; that he 
had personal views on the question. 
but that his duties as .1 judge re- 
quired him to judge of the lav,- as 
found 011 the law books 'and of 1-he 
evidence as it was presented.
